1 Wee will muſter up together the arguments of our 
Apoſtle in this preſent chapter: where in wee might not 
amiſſe profeſſy, bow hee unclaſpeth a double volume 
touching th Kale; namely, the booke ot nature, and the 
booke of Gods word. | 

In the booke of nature, firſt we may behold him argu- 

ing the matter with an aſſembly of ſimilitudes gathered 
together from the vocations of warre and peace, verſe7. 
Who goeth a warfare at any time at hu mn, charges ? who 
planteth a vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit thereof ? 
er who feedeth a floc le, and eateth not of the mille fit? 

As then ſouldiers have deſervedly their due ſtipends: 

as husbandmen reape their anſwerable fruits: as ſhep- 
heards receive their paſtorall profits: Surely ſo mult ihe 
{pirituall Miniſters, the chariots and horſemen of 1/-ael, 
the Captaines of Chriſtian companies under the great 
Generall our Lord Ieſus, have their full pay and wages. 
So muſt the myſticall husbandmen in the Viacyard and 
Garden of his Church, freely participate of the grapes and 
fruits of their paines and plantations, So muſt the ſhep- 
heards of mens ſoules receive meet benefit from amon 
their tended flockes, and be fed with the milke ot nur- 
cing fathers and nurcing mothers bceaſts. 

As the Souldier meriteth his military ſtipend, the vine- 
yard-planter his wine, the Shepheard his wooll:So muſt 
the ſpirituall Paſtors (repreſenting all theſe callings in a 
divers kinde) be thought to deſerve, and indeed receive 
liberall recompence for their labours. 

2 Herein we might ſee our Apoſtle making his matter 
good from the manner of other Teachers: their example 
he aſſumeth as ſufficient evidence for himſelfe. Since their 
practiſe was to take of the people meanes for their main-

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tenance, and it wat a layfoll ecurſe for themip to doe; 
The cynlequence then ſeemed very good and jaflifiable 
for him to uſe nolefle liberty, +: 11

The Apoſtle here appeareth with a Prolepſis in his 
ſpeeches; tor he preventeth that objection, which ſome 
might perchance oppoſe againſt theſe ſimilitudes aflumed 
from worldly things,becauſe of the difference of humane 
matters from divine: wherefore hee confirmeth the di- 
Rare of naturall reaſon with the determination of the 
law of the Lord, Dent. 25. 

The argumentis drawne in th a place, firſt, from the 
lefler to the greater: if a, providence be thus geo 
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and gracious toward Oxen,- furely then it ſhineth in a 
more excellent manner ot care for the children of men. 
His ſtatute touching Oxen, Saint «Ambroſe telleth us, 
was not intended there to ſtay, and to ſtretch no further; 
but it meant more eſpecially humane creatures, moſt of 
alfthe Miniſters of the Goſpell. 
When as the eyes of all living wights wait upon 
the Lord, a giveth them their meat in due ſeaſon, he 
. openeth his hand and ſatis fieth the deſire of every crea- 
ture: he giveth to the beaſt his foed, and to the — 
Ravens that cty, hee cauſeth the grafſe to grow for the 
cattell, he ſendeth the Springs into the vallies to — 
them drinke, and that the wilde Aſſes may quench their 
thirſt, Hee appointeth the fowles of the heaven their ha- 
bitation, which ſing among the branches, the Cedars to 
make their neſts, and for theSrorke an houſe of firre 
trees: the high hils a refuge for the wilde Goats, and the 
rockes for the Conies, as we reade in the Pſalmiſt. Be- 
ſides, the Sparrowes, (two of which are ſold for a far- 
thing) be under bis protection, Afarth. 6. yea, hee bath 
vouchſafed to make a ſolemne law and conſtitution in 
the behalfe ofoxen for their allowance, | 
Certainly then his pleaſure is plaine, his precept is per · 
petuall, that rhe ſpirituall oxen of the Clergie, Thich la. 
bour in the field ot his Church, muſt never bee muzzled 
from enjoying the juſt meanes of their painefall places. 
It under the example of the Oxe (as Rabbi Solowen 
inferreth) a due proviſion of ſuſtenance for every labou- 


ring beaſt is enacted, and no unequall dealing touching 
them diſpenſed with.

Doctor Downham examining the particulars of the 
Levites profits, affirmeth, how they amounted to afar 
greater mealute for the maintenance of that ſmall tribe, 
then all the Biſhoprickes, Benefices, Colledgelands, or. 
wharloever other Eccleſiaſticall emoluments doe yet re- 
maine, yea although the Index expargatorius of ſactilegi 

ous inquiſition had not with that extreme tyranny in- 
vaded, and over-runne them. 

Why ſhould then the Evangelicall Sunne ſo marvei- 
louſly ſurmounting the glimmering Moone fhine of the 
Law. in the (weet of ſaving knowledge, ſuffer ſo miſſebe - 
ſeeming an eclipſe in the molt diſproportionable meanes 
of Miniſterial maintenance, & not rather exceed the othet 
in neceſſary abundance, as itdeth.in notable brigbtneſſe? 

It the miniſtration of condemnation be glorious, much

And verily they that are of the ſonnes of Levi, who 
receive the Office of the Prieſthood, have a commande- 
ment to take tiths of the people, according to the Law, 
that is of their brethren , though they came out of the 
loines of Abraham.

Vet no Scripture ſpeaking of tiths payd to Aelchi[c- 
dech , laich any thing et his death, wherefore the 
right of his Prieſthood was not to ceaſe but con- 
tinue. 

The latter Law did not derogate from the former, the 
right belonging of old to Melebiſedech, is not now re- 
pealed by another Law given of God by Ateſes, where- 
by to tut ne over that rightunto the Levites, 

Saint Paul prevented that conceit, cum dicit ad tem. 
pus decimas Levitis ſolutas, ſhewing that tiths were paid 
to the Levites but for acertaine ſeaſon, becauſe they 
might not live ever. 

ut Melchiſedech being immortall, retainethunto the 
end what God hath once given him; namely the digni- 
ty, duty, yea and the rights of the Prie ſthood, which are 
declared to be the tiths, &c. 

The 13. 1 4. &c. verſes of this 7. Chapter with ſome 
other paſſages therein, w ill determine the things ſpoken 
under the name of Melchiſedech upon Chriſt without 
queſtion, 

Behold then he is the rightfull receiver of tichs,in his 


Evangelical Prieſthood, even by witneſſe of the new 
Teſtament. As 
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Aunder the Law tiths were not ſo much the Zevires 
as Gods in the Levites, they receiving them as deputed 
by bim to take this ſacred tribute. | 

Even ſo likewiſe before the Law, not ſo much Adel. 
chiſedech, as the Lord in Melcbiſedech did receive tiths. 
Now under the Goſpell, not ſo much the Miniſters of 
the Goſpell, as he that is our blefled Lord Ieius Chriſt in 
the Miniſters .of the Golpell, doth by divine right take 
the tithes, | 

Miſerable then are thoſe wretches which dare defraud 
kim, by depriving his Miniſters, and regard not this pre- 
cept, Theos ſhalt not muzzle the month cc. 

Although whiles Chriſt lived on earth, the Leviticall 
Prieſthood being not abrogated, had the tithes. More- 
over he and his Apoſtles leading a kinde of travelling 
life from place to place, could not conveniently receive 
them ; yet intermiſſion for a time mult not bee — 
to infringe their due right ; no more then the ſuſpenſion 
of circumciſion for forty yeares ſpace in the wilderneſſe, 
did diſannull that. 

The Apoſtics alfo and their primiriveſuccefiours tooke 
the price of whole fields, and 7 ol thoſe which 
converted to the Church; and profeſſed the Goſpell; 
whereby they had meere meanes to maintaine their 
owne ſelves, and the poore brethren, 

That courſe continued about two bundred yeares af- 
ter Chriſt, and the praiſe of it multiplied into a very 
great proportion. 

Then the ſtate of the Church being ſetled, the ancient 
Fathers taught tithes to be thus due, general councels de- 
creed them ſo, and publique authority renewed the pai- 
ment of them. 

To this purpole the Lord Biſhop Andrewes bringeth 
in Cyprian, Clemens Alexandrinns, Origen, Auguſtin, 
Chryſoftome, Hierome, & c. Pronouncing the detainers 
of tithes to be invaders of other mens goods 3 how * 
ther 
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ther leſſe nor worſe mult be paid : how the c ffenders in 
this ſort have no due feare ot God, nor true ſeuſe of re- 
pentance z 1 
| Yea to be voyd of all thankfull memory, of the divine 
ö liberality and bounty towards them. How ſuch wreiches 
| ſceme wickeder then the Scribes and Phariſees, who 
dut ſt meddle with nothing for their proper uſes, before 
they had firſt of all ſeparated the tenches, fearing elſe a 
curſe to fall upon them for defrauding the Lord. | 
He alſo produceth forme Orthodox Councels , which 
ſtrictly decreed decimaram peufienss et paraciarum divi- 
ſiones, the payment of riches and diviſioms of Pariſhes :

ence for Farmours, Plowmen, Shepheards, 8c. to re- 
turne the tenth, and neverthelefle that the perſons of this 
gainfull condition would preſume themſelves to be free 
and exempred, | x 

It ſeemes then an imagination voyd of all true conſei- 
ence and devotion ( whether we examine it by the light 
of nature, or by the brightne ſſe of grace) for — 
to pretend, and plead an immunity, from | con- 
tributing to the maintenance of their ſpirituall Paſtours. 
It is alſo irreverently oppoſit againſt the opinion and 
practiſe of venerable antiquity, and contrary to my text. 
Thos ſbalt not muzzle &c. ' 

Finally if the words of a few, otherwiſe ſuppoſing Au- 
tors ( whether grave divines or judicious Lawyers bee 
well pendered ) I conceive in effect they ſpeake to the 
point, I am fare to the purpoſe of my text. 

For all of them unanimouſly plead againſt wronging 
the Church, and for a liberall allowance to the Clergy, 
to __ er — — — and their families, 
to ke tality, to relieve the poore. 

Solaris ORR Sacerdotibus oft de jure divine, qua- 
tem inde ſuſtentantsr, ſaith Gerſon, they hold them di- 
vinely precepted in theſe —— 

Yea, the Doctor and ent acknowledge it, to bee 
grounded noon the law of realon, that every one is bound 
to honour God ot his proper ſubſtance, by giving a meet 
portion of his temporall goods unto the Miniſter, to him 
of things ſpirituall, | 

Thar treatiſe further affirmeth, how there is ne cauſe 
why the people of the new Law ought to pay leſſe, to 
the Miniſters of the new Law, then the people of wy — 

| 9 F eita- 
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Teſtament gave tothe Miniſters of the old Teſtament. 
For the people of thenew Law, bee bound to greater 
things then the people ot the old Law were: Matthew 
5. And the ſacrifice of the old Law was not ſo honorable 
as the ſacrifice of the new Law is. For the ſacrifice of 
the old Law was onely the figure, but the ſacrifice of the 
new Law is the thing that is figured : that was the ſha- 
dow, this is the truth. 

To conclude, moſt of them commend the old tithing 
courle : Inſomuch as no few. of theſe proſeſſe in Maſter 
Perkins ſpeeches z doubtlefle had not God himſelfe in 
the old Teſtament taken ſuch ſtrict orders for the livings 
of the Levites, they had beene put to no leſſe extremi- 
ties, then is the miniſtery of this age, which is many 
times ſo miſerably muzzeled,as no mercitull man would 
ſuffer his beaſt, Thes ſbalt at muzzle the month of the 
oxe that treadeth out the corn. 

Secondly, touching the continuation of the tithes un- 
der the Goſpell by humane conſecration, Ad mit as ſome 
vainely ſurmiſe, that the payment of the tithes were 
meerely a Moſaicaell mandate « from which men under 
the Goſpell are made free;yert becauſe nature hath taught 
men to hanour God with their ſubſtance : and for that 
themoſt true and ſure way to performe thus much, is by 
making and rendering him payment in kind, out of the 
very ſelfe ſame riches, which through his gracious bleſ- 
ſingthe earth continually bringeth forth. 

And ſince that beſides, Scripture hath left us an evident 
example of that particular proportion, which for morall 
conſiderations hath beene determined moſt fit and meet 
by them, whoſe wiſedome could beſt of all judge. Far- 
thermore, ſeeing that the Church of Chriſt hath long a- 
go entered into the like obligation of tithing; me thinks 
then in thele daies this queſtion ſeemes vaine and

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Doctor Downhem accordingly declareth that tithes are 
due to Chriſtian Miniſters by vow : Chriſtian Common- 
weales and Councels having conſecrated them to God, 
and his Church: neither is it now meet time, after 
vowes to make this manner of enquiry, nor to endea- 
vour for to alter them without divine diſpenſation and 
| —— ſt that it might have be 

For grant at the fir it might have beene imagi 
ned a 2 — _ diſputable matter, yet now bug ae 
appeareth to a clear =o with theirs 
unto whom Saint Peter ſpake Aces 5. 

Whiles it remained, was it not thine owns ? and after it 
was ſold, was it not in thine owne power i Why haſt then 
conceived thu thing in thine heart *thon haſt not lyed unt 
wen, but unte God,

under pretence of Religion to ſell their Land, as if they 
would have given it to the Church, and yet concealed 
and detracted part thereof, for which we read their hor- 
rible tragedy in the aforeſaid Chapter. 

Then ĩs it much mores aoleawſull to detaine and with- 
hold any part from the Church, which wee never gave, 
but it was rightly the Churches juſt poſſeſſion before we 
were borne, 

The generall current of grave authority runneth this 
way, that whatſoever hath beene lawfully given to reli- 
gion, can never be taken away againe, unleſſe redeemed 
with a greater price, Leviticu 27, 

The reaſon is eaſily thus rendered, becauſe the goods 
of the Church are holy things, and therefore net to bee 
prophaned, which offence is then committed, when as 
they are withdrawne from the Lords Service. 

The 25 o cenſers of the ſeditious ſinners. Nambers 16. 
might not be prophaned becavie they had beene hallow- 
ed, for by the Lords owne direction Muſes appointed 


Eleaxar to take them out of as burning, and to * 
2 0 
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of the broad plates for a covering to the Altar, alledging 
their conſecration and offering up before him. 

Neither can the evill lives of ſome Miniſters ( much 
lefle incroaching ſacriledge) juſtly alienate thole tithes, 
glebes and oblations, which have beene hallowed and 
offered up unto Gods Service, 

For certainely although in ſubſtance the tiches, the 
glebes, and other goods of the Church, ſeeme the ſame 
that all other are, out of which they be taken. 

As for example lake, the water, thebread and the 
wine in the Sacraments, are all one with other water, 
bread, and wine; yet in regard of the uſe thereof, behold 
we muſt conceive no ſmall difference: ſinee they are 
made holy and ſacred by dedication, 

Therefore as it were horrible villany to abuſe the ele- 
ments in the Sacraments: ſo is it execrable robbery to 
prophane tho tithes, the glebes and other goods of the 
Church, and to pervert them from the religious end of 
their firſt inſtitution, unto ſecular ( and io ſacrilegious 
occaſions. 

The tiele and right then which men had in any of thele 
things ( which ſeemed in his ow ne arbitrement either 
to give or reletve) before his donation oſ them to the 
Church, doth by the act, and from the time of any ſuch 
dedication, remaine the proper poſſeſſion of God untill 
— worlds end, unleſſe himielfe renounce or relea- 

eth it. | 

Good reaſon it ſhould be thus, ſince equity hath taught 
u, that every one ought to enjoy his owne, and whatis 
ours no other can alienate from us, without our delibe-: 
rate conſent. 

No man having paſt his voluntary agreement or deed 
may at his pleaſure change it to the pre judice ot another. 
Should wee then wickedly dare to deale worſe with our 
good God, the his gracious Ma jeſtie hath permitted any 
other men to deale with us? When our tithes &c, might 
pro- 
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probably have appeared our ow ne, wee hid faire colour 
of liberty to of 00 diſpoſe them as our ſelves thought 
good ; but having once made them his whoſe they are, 
having conſecrated them to his worſhip and Service; 
Let us wiſely be warned by other folkes tearefull exam 
ples, what a hainous crime ir is, even but to waſh and 
clip chat cvine which carrieth on it the marke of God, 
the token of his divine inſculpture. 

Hee reckoneth all theſe by the forme of his owne 
ſpeeches for his owne poſſeſſions, It muſt needs then be 
a moſt dangerous matter for the children ot men ſacrile« 
giouſly to invade them, and to deſpoile his Miniſters(un- 
to whom he hath deputed them) from the fruition of 
them. Thos ſhalt not mu e &c, 

Moreover it ſeemes a point of no ſmall moment, and 
athing w worthy our conſideration, that the true 
meaning of all ſuch as honoured the Lord with their ſub- 
ſtance, was to inveſt him with the propriety ot what 
they dedicated unto him. | 

Witneſſe the ftile of ancient grants. Thus in mg 

chart t wee tave given unto God, burtr for us and our 
heires for ever. Thus Charles the Great; we know that 
the goods ot the Church are the ſacred endowments of 
God: To the Lord our God we offer and dedicate what- 
loever we deliver unto his Church. 

Thus the Lawes Imperiall make ſome - things to be- 
long by right of nature, indifferently te every man; ſome 
to be the certaine goods and poſſe ſſions of Common» - 
weales, ſome to appertaine unto ſeverall Corporations 
and Companies, ſome to be privately mens owne in par- 
ticular ; ſome to be ſeparate quite from all men,

ly, becauſe thereof God alone is owner.

That which is the Lords oughe 
to be free from ſecular claime and tion, Thus we 
might read in the Lawes of Charles the Great : There 
is not an Act more honourable , then by all meanes to 
defend and amplifie the patrimony of Religion i Nor a- 
ny more hatefull and impious Conſtitution, then to im- 
paire thoſe poſſeſſions, which devout men in former 
times, when they gave them unto holy uſcs, were wont 
Nader het Chotty Soperionre,romade (uber 
elence of thei y jours, to make ( as 

thought ) inviolable, by words of fearefull execration in 
this wile. 

Theſe things we offer to God, from whom. if any man 
take them away ( which we hope no man will attempt 
to do.) But if any 1 7 about it, let his account bee 
without favour in the laſt day, when he commeth to re- 
ccive the doome, which is due for ſacriledge again that 

Lord and God unto whom wededicate the ſame. 

Oh conſider this ye that forget Gad and his Saints, in 
the frequency and ſenleleſſene ſſe of this foule and curied 
N hee teate you in pieces, and there bee none to 

eliver. 

Thus the beſt and moſt renowned Prelates of the 
Church of Chriſt, have rather in this conſideration ſu- 
ſtained the cruell wrath, then yielded to ſatis fie the ſacri- 
legious deſire of their greateſt Commanders on earth, co- 
veting by evill adviſe and Councell, that which moſt 
willingly they ſhovld have ſuffered God to enjoy, &c, 
Thou ſhalt not muzzle ec. 

Some perſon may chance move this queſtion ; can the 
goods of the Church, thele conſecrated things in no caſe 
be alienated ? | anl were, certaine cauſes there are, w here- 
in it is not obſcure, but the Lord himſelfe doth licenſe & 
warrant how we may ſately preſume bim as Willing to 
forgoe for our bene fit, as al waies to uſe and convert to 


our bene fit, whatſoever our xcligion, hath honoured him 
withall. But 
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But here is an intollerable milehieſe, under this may 
be, many things which by no meanes mult be, paſſe for 
— and without controll in this facrilegious 
world. 

We deny not but occaſions of many conſequence may 
ſometimes be incident, wherein the weltare and danger 
of the Gharch bee alſo involved with the Common- 
wealth occurrences. Wee allo ſuppoſe the ſafety of the 
people in cales to be a ſupreme Law. 

Wee know that Kings and Princes, are the breath of

Doctor Downham examining the particulars of the 
Levites profits, affirmeth, how they amounted to afar 
greater meaſure for the maintenance of that ſmall tribe.

whatloever other Eccleſiaſticall emoluments doe yet te- 
maine, yea although the Index expargatorius of ſacrilegi- 
ous inquiſition had not with that extreme tyranny in- 
vaded, and over · runne tbeeꝛeꝛn.

Further obſcrve how the 13. and 14, verſes of this 
Chapter, as likewiſe Ga/ariaxs 6, will ( it well conſide- 
red ) that the decree touching tiths in the old Teſtament 
is not diſſolved in the new, bur ſtill continued, and the 
practiſe of the former a preſident for the latter. 

For that ſame maintenance which the Apoſtle Saint 
Paul in thoſe places maketh mention of, is moſt aptly 
expounded by Scripture to be the tenth part, 

And though the manner of portion in them places,

wuzale, &c. 
The ſeventh Chapter of the Epiſtle to the Hebrewes 
ſeemeth a ſtrong champion in this caſe. Now conſider 
how great this man was, unto whom even the Patriarch 
Abrabam gave the tenth of the ſpoiles, 

And verily they that are of the ſonnes of Levi, who 
receive the Office of the Prieſthood, have a commande- 
ment to take tiths of the people, according tothe Law, 
that is of their brethren , though they came out of the 
loines of Abraham. 

But he whoſe deſcent is not counted from them, re- 
ceived tiths of Abraham, and bleſſed him that had the 
promiſes.

But one mane 
argu nent for Melabiſedect admirable greatneſſe, is 
drawae by bur Apoſtle from his receiving tiths of him, 
whole of- ſpring che tribe of Levi (then in Abrab am:

For οοναπννπτπννι⁰/ Ar he tiched Abraham, taking 
the tench part of him as his due, and gor given. 

Neither may wee affirme that AMelchiſbaect ad miĩra- 
ble greatneſſe is ſigce unhappily eclipted, and fallen into 
wane, but rather he is as ample and evident ſtill as e- 
ver he was, becauſe he is the Prieſt of God forever, a 
Prieſt that never dieth; and ſo his Prieſthood and the 
rights of it never ceaſe. | 

Bur certainely his greatneſſe in his antitype Chriſt,can- 
not be concluded to be ſtill the ſame, if Chriſt hath no 
right to take tithy, for this indeed appeareth the chieteſt, 
and moſt urged of the two notadle arguments to de- 
clare his greatneſſe. | 

This argument of Pererius may bee ſaid to concerne 
the point; The Prieſthood of Melchiſedec hath beene 
more excellent then the Leviticall Prieſthood. But 
Chriſt hath beene a Prieſt after the order of Meichiſe- 
aech : therefore the Ptieſthood of Chriſt iz more excel- 


lent 
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lent then the Leviticall Prieſthood, 

The minor propoſition is manifeſt, Pſalm. 1 10, and 
the major is proved by Saint Paul in a twofold manner, 

artly becaule Melehiſedech bleſſed Abraham, principal. 

y becaule he received tiths of him. 

What then was due and paid to Melchiſedech, is allo 
due and payable to Chriſt, elle he were not a Prieſt for 
ever after the order of Melchs/edech,it he ſhould faile in 
ſomething to be as Melchiſedech was : But to grant that 
ſeemeth abſurd,becaule he is after his order, as che Prieſts 
otthe Law were aftet «Aarons, 

Since then tiths were due and paid to Melchiſedech, 
doubtlefle they are due and ought to be paid unto Chrilt : 
And ſo conſequently to his ſervants the Miniſters ot the 
Goſpell, whoare Chriſt repreſentatively, and in whom 
he bleſſeth, & retreſheth with the bread and wine of the 
holy Sacrament, & of heavenly con(olations the faith- 
full, which are weary and ready otherwiſe to faintin 
their ſpiricuall warrefare. 

Neither was Abrahams payment of tiths voluntary, 
but of duty : for wee muſt note how Melchi/edech was 
the image of Chriſt & his Church: Abraham figured 
forth the Congregation of the faithful. 

Although then Levi received tiths afterward by a parti- 
cular grantfrom God for the time, yet he payd them ge- 
nerally with the Congregation in the loines of Abraham 
unto the Prieſthood of Chriſt, here perſoned by l- 
chiſevech : which being perpetuall, and an image of this 
in the Goſpell, may well note unto us, that this duty of 
tithing oughr alſo to be perpetuall, 

Saint Chryſeſtome conceiveth Abraham to have been 
herein our Tutour; and whiles he payeth tichs, not to a 
Prieſt offering up Leviticall ſacrifices, but adminiſtring 
bread and wine ſ the elements of the Evangelicall Sacra- 
ment) it intimateth ſafficiently that men muſt now pay 
their tiths to the Miniſters of the Goſpel],

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Moreover, if the order of Prieſthood here ſpoken of 
be an eternall order, and yet ſuch an order as to whom 
the tith» are due ( which plainly appeareth in the Cha 
ter alledged ) ſurely then, let the Prieſt be either ele. 


ſedech che type, or Chriſt the Antitype, yet the ſame mat- 


ter muſt remaine ſtill evinced, namely that tiths muſt al- 
waies continue to the end ot the world, being the right · 
full due of an enduring Prieſthood, 

To this purpoſe may beapplyed theſe words of Ma- 
{ter Calvis on the place; The Apoſtle affirmeth the dig- 
nity of Melchiſedechs prieſthood to be for ever, and that 
of the Priefthood of Levi but temporary. The life of this 
latter Prieſthood was one day to be diſſolved, even as the 
lives cf men ſhould expire. 

Yer no Scripture ſpeaking of tiths payd to Melchiſe- 
dech , \aith any thing et his death, wheretore the 
right of his Prieſthood was not to ceaſe but con- 
tinue. 

The latter Law did not derogate from the former, the 
right * old to Melchiſedech, is not now re- 
pealed by another Law given of God by Moſes, where- 
by to tut ne over that tight unto the Levites. 

Sa int Paul prevented that conceit, cum dicit ad tem. 
pus decimas Levitt ſolutas,ſhewing that tiths were paid 
to the - Levite but for acertaine ſeaſon , becauſe they 
might not live ever. 

But Melchiſedech being immortall, retainethunto the 
end what God hath once given him; namely the digni- 
ty, duty, yea and the rights of the Prit ſthood, which are 
declared to be the tirhs, &c. 

The 13. 14, &c. verſes of this 7. Chapter with ſome 
other paſſages therein, w ill determine the things ſpoken 
under the name of Melehiſedech upon Chriſt without 
queſtion, 

Behold then he is the rightfull receiver of tiths,in his 


Evangelicall Prieſthood, even by witneſſe of the new 


Teſtament. 28 
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As under the Law tiths were not ſo much the Lewites 
as Gods in the Levites, they receiving them as depute1 
by him to take this ſacred tribute. 

Even ſo likewiſe before the Law, not ſo much Ae! 
chiſedech, as the Lord in Melchiſedech did receive tiths. 
Now under the Goſpell, not ſo much the Miniſters of 
the Goſpell, as he that is our bleſſed Lord Iefus Chriſt in 
the Miniſters of the Goſpell, doth by divine right take 
the tithes, » 

Miſerable then are thoſe wretches which dare defraud 
him, by depriving his Miniſters, and regard not this pre- 
cept. Thos ſhalt not muzzle the month &. 

Although whiles Chriſt lived on earth, the Levitica!l 
Prieſthood being not abrogated, had the tithes, More- 
over he and his Apoſtles leading a kinde of travelling 
life from place to place, could not conveniently receive 


them; yet intermiſſion for a time mult not bee thought 


to infringe their due right; no more then the luſpenſion 


of circumciſion'for forty yeares ſpace in the wildernefle, | 


did diſannull that, 

The Apoſtles alſo and their primitive ſueceſſoùrs tooke 
the price of whole fields, and poſſeſſions of thoſe which 
converted to the Church, — 
whereby they had meere meanes to maintaine their 
owne felves, and the poore brethren, 

That courſe continued about two hundred yeares af- 
ter Chriſt, and the practiſe of it multiplied into a very 
great proportion. 

Then the ſtate of the Church being ſetled, the ancient 
Fathers taught tithes to be thus due, general councels de- 
creed them ſo, and publique authority rene wed the pai- 
ment of them. 

To this purpoſe the Lord Biſhop Andrewes bringeth 
in Cyprian, Clemens Alexandrinus, Origen, Aug uſſ in, 
Chryſoftome, Hierome, &c. Pronouncing the detainers 
of tithes to be invaders of other mens goods : how ney =

prokeſſed the Goſpell; 
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| ther leſſe nor worſe muſt be paid ; how tbe offenders in 
| | this ſort have no due feare of God, nor true ſenſe of re- 
i pentance z | 
1 Yea to be voyd of all thankfull memory, of the divine 
1 liberality and bounty cowards them, How ſuch wretches 
| ſceme wickeder then the Scribes and Phariſees, who 
4 dur ſt meddle with nothing for their proper uſes, before 
they had firſt of all ſeparated the tenthes, fearing elle a 
curſe to fall upon them for defrauding the Loxd, 

He alſo produceth ſome Orthodox Councels , which 
ſtrictly decreed decimarum penſianes at paraciarum divi- 
ſiones, the payments of tithes and div iſions of Pariſhes: 
Alſo ſhew the ordinances of divine Lawes in this caſe, 
and the Excommunicatian of refractory offenders in this 

int, | |

Hee alſo rehearſeth. ſome. inſtances out of the Canon 
and Civill Lawes, which anciently accounted Pariſhes 
and tithes, Clergie and tenths &c, to bee «75590 reci- 
procate and convertible, and they did enjoyne the true 
payments of them under extreme penalties, ''; | 

Neither did ſundry old conſt itutiona, provide onely 
tor honeſt dealing in_prediall tithes, but alſo their care 
extended to have thoſe which are of a perlonall narure 
to be well paid. They had in conſcience à notable 
ground far this, out of that memorable place: Gala- 
tians 6, 

From which Aquinas affir meth, how all things what- 
{oc ver a man poſiifleth, be contained under the carnall 
things mentioned by the Apoſtle, and there ore hee in- 
ferreth that tithes ought to be paid out of all our goods 
XC, | | 

Thus much was worthily projected in the raigne of 
our late King Henry the eight, and more largely delibe- 
rated & allowed by many ot the Lords fpirituall & tem- 
pe rall. beſides ſundry other eminent perſons, when the 
laſt Edward ſweyghed our Engliſh Scepter: wbo ( as 


Maſter 
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{ter Sexdley writeth ) willingly confirmed this religi- 
ous, juſt, and neceſſary reſolution, for all men of trat- 
ficke, ſciences, trades, &c. that they ſhould put in pra- 
iſe the cultome of the City of London, for the payment 
of perſonall tithes : Alledging there could be no conſci- 
ence for Farmours; Plowmen, Shepheards, &c. to re- 
turne the tenth, and nevertheleſſe that the perſons of this 
gainfull condition would preſume themſelves to be free 
and exempted, . 
It ſeemes then an imagination voyd of all true conſci- 
ence and deyotion( whether we examine it by the light 
of nature, or by the brightneſſe of grace ) for any people 
to pretend, and plead an immunity, from liberall con- 
tributing to the maintenance of their ſpiritual} Paſtours. 
It is alſo irreverently 4oppoſit againſt. the opinion and 
practiſe of venerable antiquity, and contrary to my text. 
Thon fhalt not muzzle &c. 

Finally if the words of a few, otherwiſe ſuppoſing Au- 
tors (whether grave divines or judicious Lawyers bee 
well pondered ) I conceive in effect they ſpeake to the 
point, Iam ſure to the purpoſe of my text. 

For all of them unanimouſly plead againſt wronging 
the Church, and for a liberall allowance to the Clergy, 
to furniſh and maintaine themſclves and their families, 
to keepe hoſpitality,torelieve the poore. 

Solntio decimarum Sacerdotibus eſt de jure div ino, qua- 
tenus inde ſuſtentantar, faith Gerſon, they hold them di- 
vinely precepted in theſe reſpects. 

Yea, the Doctor and Student acknowledge it, to bee 
grounded upon the law of reaſon, that every one is bound 
to honour God ot his proper ſubſtance, by giving a meet 
portion of his temporall goods unto the Miniſter, to him 
of things ſpirituall, 

That treatiſe further affirmeth, how there is ne cauſe 
why the people of the new Law ought to pay leſſe, to 
the Miniſters of the new Law, then the people of the old 

F 


Teſta- 
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Teſtament gave tothe Miniſters ſof the old Teſtament. 
For the people of thenew Law, bee bound to greater 
things then the people ot the old Law were: Matthew 
5. And the ſacrifice of the old Law was not ſo honorable 
as the ſacrifice of the new Law is, For the ſacrifice of 
the old Law was onely the figure, but the ſacrifice of the 
new Law is the thing that is figured : that was the ſha- 
dow, this is the truth. 

To conclude, moſt of them commend the old tithing 
courſe : Inſomuch as no few of theſe profeſſe in Maſter 
Perkins ſpeeches z doubtleſſe had not God himſelte in 
the old Teſtament taken ſuch ſtri& orders for the livings 
of the Levites, they had beene put to no leſſe extremi- 
ties, then is the miniſtery of this age, which is many 
times ſo miſerably muzzeled,as no mercitfull man would 
ſuffer his beaſt, Thew ſoalt nt muzzle the month of the 
oxe that treadeth out the corne. 

Secondly, touching the continuation of the tithes un- 
der the Goſpell by humane conſecration. Admit as ſome 
vainely ſurmiſe, that the payment of the tithes were 
meerely a Moſaicall mandate: from which men under 
the Goſpell are made free;yer becauſe nature hath taught 
men to honour God with their ſubſtance : and for that 
themoſt true and ſure way to performe thus much, is by 
making and rendering him payment in kind, out of the 
very ſelfe ſame riches, which through his gracious bleſ- 
fingthe earth continually bringeth forth. 

And ſince that beſides, Scripture hath left us an evident 
example of that particular proportion, which for morall 
conſiderations hath beene determined moſt fit and meet 
by them, whoſe wiſedome could beſt of all judge. Fur- 
thermore, ſeeing that the Church of Chriſt hath long a- 
go entered into the like obligation of tithing; me thinks 
then in theſe daies this queſtion ſeemes vaine and 


{uperfiuons , whether tithes be due by divine right 
or no e 


Doctor 
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Doctor Downham accordingly declareth that tithes are 
due to Chriſtian Miniſters by vow: Chriſtian Common- 
weales and Councels having conſecrated them to God, 
and his Church : neither 1s it now meet time, after 
vowes to make this manner of enquiry, nor to endea- 
your for to alter them without divine diſpenſation and 
ſufficient fatisfaction. 

For grant at the firſt that it might have beene imagi- 
ned a doubtfull and diſputable matter, yet now our caſe 
appeareth to hold a cleare correſpondence with theirs 
unto whom Saint Peter ſpake Aces 5. 

Whiles it remained, was it not thine owne ? and after it 
was ſold, was it not in thine owne power i Why haſt thou 
conceived thu thing in thine heart?thon haſt not lyed unte 
men, but unto God, 8 

If then it were not lawfull for Inanias and Sapbira 
under pretence of Religion to (ell their Land, as if they 
would have given it to the Church, and yet concealed 
and detracted part thereof, for which wie read their hor- 
rible tragedy in the aforeſaid Chapter. 

Then ĩs it much more unlawſull to detaine and with- 
hold any part from the Church, which wee never gave, 
but it was rightly the Churches juſt poſſeſſion before we 
were borne, 

The generall current of grave authority runneth this 
way, that whatſoever hath beene lawfully given to reli- 
gion, can never be taken away againe, unleſſe redeemed 
with a greater price, Levitic 27, 

The reaſon is eaſily thus rendered, becauſe the goods 
of the Church are holy things, and therefore not to bee 
prophaned, which offence is then committed, when as 
they are withdrawne from the Lords Service. 

The 25 o cenſers of the ſeditious ſinners. Nambers 16, 
might not be prophaned becaule they had beene hallow- 
ed, for by the Lords owne direction Meſes appointed 


Eleazar to take them out of = burning, and ro make 
2 of 
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of thẽ broad plates for a covering to the Altar, alledging 
their conſecration and offeting up before him. 

Neither can the evill lives of ſome Miniſters (much 
lefle incroaching (acriledge ) jultly alienate thole tithes, 
glebes and oblations, which have beene hallowed and 
offered up untd Gods Service, , +. 5 | 

For certainely although in ſubſtance the tithes, the 
glebes, and other goods of the Church, ſeeme the ſame 
that all other are, out ot which they be taken. 

As for example lake, the water, the bread and the 
wine in the Sacramenns, are all one with other water, 
bread, and wine; yet in regard ofthe uſe thereof, behold 
we muſt conceive no ſmall difference: ſince they are 
made holy and ſacted by dedication. 

Therefore as it werę -horridle villagy to abuſe the ele- 
ments in the Sacramentꝭ : ſo is it: execrable robbery to 
prophane the tithes; the glebes and other goods of the 
Church, and to pervert them from the rtligiou: end of 
their firſt inſtitution, unto ſecular ( and ſo ſactilegious) 
occaſions. az15 11 we! 


The title and righe then which.man had in any of theſe

No man having paſt lis voluntary agreement or deed 
may at his pleaſure change it to the pre judice of another. 

Should wee then wickedly dare to deale worſe with our 
good God, the his gracious Majcſtie hath permitted any 


other.men to deale With us? When our tiches &c. might 
| | pro- 
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probably have appeared our ow ne, wee h d faire colour 


ot liberty to uſe and diſpoſe them as our ſelves thought 


good; but having o!.ce made them his whoſe they are, 
having corſecrated them to his worſhip and Service 
Let us witely be warned by other folkes tearefull exam- 
ples, what. a hainous crime ir is, even but to waſh and 
clip that cvine which cartieth on it the marke of God, 
the token ot his divine 1niculpture, 

Hee reckoneth all thele by the ferme of his owne 
ſpeeches for his ow ne poſſeſſions, It mult needs then be 
a moſt dangerous matter for the children ot men ſacrile- 
giouſly to invade them, and to deſpoile his Miniſters (un- 
to whom he hath deputed them) from the fruition of 
them. Thou ſhalt not muzzle &c. 

- ; Moreover it ſeemes a point of no {mall moment, and 
a thing very worthy our conſideration , that the true 
meaning of all ſuch as honoured the Lord with their ſub- 
ſtance, was to inveſt him with the propriety ot what 
they dedicated unto him. | 

Witneſle- the ftile of ancient grants. Thus in magna 
charta: wee have given unto God, both for us and our 
heires for ever. Thus Charles the Great: we know that 
the goods ot the Church are the ſacred endowments ot 
God: To the Lord our God we offer and dedicate what- 
ſoever we deliver unto bis Church, 

Thus the. Lawes Imperiall make ſome- things to be- 
long by right of nature, indifferently to every man; ſome 
to be the certaine goods and poſſeſſions of Common- 
weales, ſome to appertaine unto ſeverall Corpotations 
and Companies, ſome to be privately mens owe in par- 
ticular; ſome to be ſeparate quite from all men. 

Izhis laſt branch comprehendeth things ſicred and ho- 
ly, becauſe thereot God alone is owner, 

Nullius autem ſunt res Sacre, et religioſe, et Santte ; 
quod enim divins juris eſt, id nullius in bonu eſt / Sacred, 
religious and holy things can never bee in the right ot

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La- mens incroachment, That which is the Lords ought 
to be free from ſecular claime and uſurpation. Thus we 
might read in the Lawes of Charles the Great : There 
is not an Act more honourable , then by all meanes to 
defend and amplifie the patrimony of Religion : Nor a- 
ny more hatefull and impious Conſtitution, then to im- 
paire thoſe poſleſſions , which devout men in former 
times, when they gave them unto holy uſes, were wont 
in the moſt ſolemne place of Gods Church, and in the 
preſence of their Ghoſtly Superiours, to make (as they 
thought) inviolable, by words of fearefull execration in 
this wiſe, 

Theſe things we offer to God, from whom, if any man 
take them away (which we hope no man will attempt 
to do.) But if any ſhall goe about ir, let his account bee 
without favour inthe laſt day, when he commeth to re- 
ccive the doome, which is due for ſaeriledge againſt that 
Lord and God unto whom wededicate the ſame. 

Oh conſider this ye that forget God and his Saints, in 
the frequency and ſenſeleſſeneſſe of this foule and curſed 
ſinne, leſt hee teare you in pieces, and there bee none ro 
deliver. 

Thus the beſt and moſt renowned Prelates of the 
Church of Chriſt, have rather in this conſideration ſu- 
ſtained the cruell wrath, then yielded to ſatis ſie the ſacri- 
legious deſite ot their greateſt Commanders on earth, co- 
veting by evill adviſe and Councell, that which moſt 
willingly they ſhould have ſuffered God to enjoy, &c. 
Thou ſhalt not muzzle &c. 

Some perſon may chance move this queſtion ; can the 
gcods of the Church, theſe conſecrated things in no caſe 
be alicnated? anſ were, certaine cauſes there are, where- 
in it is not obſcure, but the Lord himſelfe doth licenſe & 
warrant how we may ſafely preſume him as willing to 
forgoe for our benefit, as alwaies to uſe and convert to 


our benefit, whatſoever our religion, hath honoured him 
withall. But 
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But here is an intollerable milchiefe, under this may 
be, many things which by no meanes mult be, paſſe for 
currant and without controll in this ſacrilegious 
world, | 

We deny not but occafions of many conſequence may 
ſometimes be incident, wherein the welfare and danger 
of the Ghurch bee alſo involved with the Common- 
wealth occurrences. Wee allo ſuppoſe the ſafety of the 
people in ſundry caſes to be a ſupreme Law. 

Wee know that Kings and Princes, are the breath of 
our Noſthrills : Wherefore Church & Common-wealth 
— concurre in neceſſaty care, and loyall duty towards 
them. 

Thus the learned apply theſe examples of Ahimelech 
the Prieſt, giving unto David the hallowed bread, &c. 
Of He cettiab giving the ſilver in the houſe of the Lord, 
and the gold of the doores of the Temple to Senachersb 
King of A yria, for to purchaſe his owne, and peoples 
peace. 

Thus onr Saviour Chriſt, in defence of his diſciples 
plucking the eares of corne &c. alledgeth the Sabboth 
was made for man, and not man for the Sabboth 
Marke 2. 

Thus Saint Auguſtine did cauſe the very conlecrated 
veſſels of the Church to be broken and coined, for the re- 
liete of the poore, in a time of extreme neceſſity and 
famine. 

After this manner the ancient Biſhop Acacius redee- 
med ſeven thouſand captives, out of moſt miſerable bon- 
dage. All which and the like favour of Chriſtian chari- 
ty, but they diſſent trom the common courſe of acc atſed 
Church-robbery. 

Finally, we wiſh that thoſe which obieR ſome divine: 
againſt the divine right of tithes, would for the ſafety of 
their conſciences, but faithfully obſerve and practiſe thoſe 
honeſt rules, which the learned men do ſtrictly propound 
in this point, p 1 That

3 What is alienated muſt bee imployed to ſome good uſe

5 1am to make good the truth of our mentioned doctriu, 
by diſcourſe of the unequal condition of [mpropriations. 

Now as the doctrine doth induce this ſubjeR into quee 
ſtion, ſo I inrend my following ſpeech hereof at this pre- 
lent, onely according to the di it of my doctrine, name- 
ly, againſt thoſe unjuſt and irreligious Impropriatours, 
which debarre the labouring Miniſters of the Goſpell, 
from the meanes of their mect maintenance, 

Tiches (we may collect) continued in ſacred eſteeme 
and poſſeſſion ſome foure thouſand yeares afore our bleſ- 
led Saviours Incarnation, After his happy birth paſſed 
alſo about fix hundred moe, atore the prophane handes of 
impious ſactiledge dutſt invade, and violate theſe Ecele- 
ſiaſticall rights, 


Then, horreſco referent, | tremble to relate it; there 
happened a diſaſtrous ſeaſon of hatching hatefull mon- 
ſters. Behold Alahomet ated the falſe Prophet in Ara. 
bia, Boniface played the Antichriſt in Rome, Phocas moſt 
cruelly murdered his Maſter Mauritius in (onftantino- 
ple, and traytrouſly uſurped the Empire : At which time 
likewile Carelus Martellus in the Weſterne parts un- 


der colour ot defence, incroached in this kinde upon the 
Church. 


And notwithſtanding, his faire promiles (as credi- 
ble Authours affirme) to reſtore the tithes, &c. lent and 
entruſted ( we are told) unto him, during the Barbari- 


ans 
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ant cruell incurfions, be ſalſifyed his faith, and fruſtrated 
the Clergies hope, by a wicked and wrongfull alier;a- 
tion. e 

The old ſaying, ulla f iaet pietaſque viris qui caftr a 
ſequuntur, touch military mens infidelity and propha- 
neſſe appeared abundantly, verified in this martiall and 
ambitious Prince, | 

The city Tours upon the Leyre continueth a laſting 
rrophy of bis moſt triumphant victory. But his high tow- 
ring humour reciprocating with the Babylonian beaſt for 
their own refvetts, & binding his ſoldiers to his aſpirin 
ſervice with the unla w ful ner vs of the Church,reeaineth 
a notorious monument of itreligion not of liberalitie, 

The very Saraſins whom he ſlew, would have exclai- 
med againſt ſuch evilldealing with their Pricſts, Sun- 
dry writers of that time, ſuffered him not to eſcape with- 
outſhirpe cenſure; yea ſome ot them purſue the chace of 
him untill a fearefull vᷣiſion of inferhall paines arid tor- 
ments undertooke him, great pitty it was that ſo glori- 
ous a Commander blemiſhed his illuſtrious ſelfe by gi- 
ving ſuch occaſion. Then alt not mnzzle the month of 
the ort S. erer.

There wis an ape when Chfiſtian Religion ranne a 
ſtrong byas of — 2 Monaſteries, and endow ing them 
with large revenues : a firme opinion of the piety and 
charity of thoſe which were cloyſteredinthem procured 
OG, __ CA er er RCP 

Their landable beginnings in devotion, hoſpitality, 
and ſundry almeideeds were anſwerable. But in proceſſe 
of time, their idlenefle bred luxury to andoe their 
devotion , and their luxury jngendred avarice ito 
deſtroy their charity and then many, whole Benefices 
ſeemed not ſeldome too few fot one, Monaſteries de- 
vouring ſwallow. Men of no worth ſerved their 
Churches, and ſpared them wages. h 
t Theſe men (faith one) never of Gods making, but 
b CG meere 
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meere creatures of the Pope, notwichſt igding his Father · 
hoo 4s protection. and no few opportunities of free cor- 
ruption, did not yet fo deeply degenerate, but that one 
of their utter enemies, Maſter Leaver in 2 Sermon be- 
fore King Edward the fixth, &c. yeelds them this te(ti- 
mony. | 

Whereas fifty tunne bellied Monkes filled ; their 
paunc:es, kept up their houſe, and relicved the whole 
country rounJdaboutthem:Thzre bath ſucceeded in theit 
place and generation of greedy guttes, devouring the 
whole houte, and making great page chtoughout a 
whole country. yet cannot be ſatisfied, _ 

He mentioneth alſo a world of faire pretenſe of good 
workes at theſe Monaſteries diſſolution, vaniſhed into 
nothing but deluſion, and depravation. 

Moreover as at the firſt the Monkes tooke but a {mall 
penſion for themſelves, from the approptiata Churches, 
and left all the reſt ta the officiating Yicars ; but redizus 
tant um ſuperfinos., a tew overplus rents which might 
well be ſpared faith Pauormitan, quando fructus ſunt 
ſufficientes et alundantes Clerigo, when the other pro- 


fits are abundantly ſufficient for the Incumbents, aus 
plius quam quinquageſimam par em, no. mote then che 


fitiech part, is a rule in a certaine-Councell of Talrdo. 

So when as they waxed exorbitant and immaderate, 
their holy Father himſelfe ( as they, held him) inhibited 
and con their. inſatiable grecdineſſe as tending to 
the dileredit of the Papacy, the ruine of Pariſh C but 
and decay of religion in all placea. 

Hereupon Pope Alexander the third, commands in 
Yorke and Werceſter a reformation, and that the Biſhops 
ſhould admit none of their preſentation, i ithout a libe- 
rall 6 the Vicarg uſes. 

contrary he calleth extirpande conſnetnding viti- 
um, a wicked cuſtometo be rooted out. 


Clement the third proceeded further againſt them, and 
mn 
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incaſe they did not provide and preſent accordingly, be 
then ordered from them that power to tte Ordinarie. 

Clement the curth confirmed and inlarged the former 
decrees, ( lemext the filth, whetted ſtill a ſharper edge 
upon the former Conſtitutions, and threatned Eccleſi- 
aſticall cenſures upon the per ſiſting delinquents. 

M oreover it is knowne, how the Popes ( for ſeare of 
others negligence == their Apoſtolicall Conſervators 
inthe Vicars behalfes, Neither paſſed any Approptiati- 
ons ltom the Sea of Rene without ſpeciall proviloes for 
theſe purpoſes, as Pet Rebufſns witneſſeth. And this 
text was frequently alledged againſt them, 7hox ale 
wot mac t the mouth of the exe that treadeth out the 
You may ſoone fee then by that which bath beehe 
ſaid, how moſt of our moderne Impropriatours come far 
ſhort of rhe very Monkes and Popes in piety and honeſt 
dealing toward the Church. a 

That learned man above mentioned, termed theſe forts 
of ſacrilegiovs abuſes in his time, perniciem et exitium to- 
tine Reipublice Chriſtiane, the bane and deſtruction of 
the whole Chriſtian Common- wealth, 

Surely, if hee had lived in this worſer age of ours, and 
beheld the _ and cruell multiplication and in- 
cteaſe of this direfull monſter, he would have fallen into 
moſt bitter exclamation againſt it, and in ſome manner 
have reſembled it to the abomination of deſolation ſtand- 
ing in the holy place where it ought not. 

Alas, it hath waxed apace to the waſte of the Church: 
It hath' quickly augmented into à viperous brood, no 
lefle deformed then ravenous, which make no meete 
conſcience ( according to divine command) of the wel- 
fare of our holy mother the Church, and of the mainte- 
nance of Chriſts Clergy therein, the ſpirituall Paſtours; 
but take to themſelves the houſes of God in poſſeſſion, 
Pſalm.

Thus might we proſeſſe in ike manner, that the con- 
dition of the Impropriatours oxen, ſeemeth much more 
tairely tollerable, then the ſtate. and fortune of their vi- 
cars and hirelings. Thoſe have commonly their meet & 
convenient provender to ſtrengthen them unto their ap- 
pointed tale and buſineſſeQ. 

But the ordinary portion of theſe js to ſerve & ſerve, 
to wor ke and want, to bee earneſt in ſeaſon, and out ot 
lealon, yet without any due reſpect, & reaſon had ol them 
in that — regard. 

We may juſtly complaine at the nuſersble indignity 
of our caſe, with the words of Bildad, Job. 18. where 
fore are we counted as beaſts, and reputed vilein your 
ſight ? or rather, why are wee worſe contemned and 
baſelier reckoned ef then bruit creatures ? 

Thele pirtilefle forts of opprefſours reſemble Pharaoh 
Necob, killing tyrants indeed, to grant theſe Iſraclitesno 
ſuthcient ſtraw, and yet to exact the full tale of the 
brickes, as when they had it; to bereave theſe Church-

lampes of their requifit oyle, and yet to remit nothing of 
their continaall burning : 

To clippe off the helpefalt wings of theſe ſaered birdes, 
and yet to inforce themunto a wonted flight of miniſte- 
riall offices ; to cut aſunder the uſefull finewes of theſe 
men of God, and yet to call upon them to runne the race 
that is ſet before them i to difarme theſe Soldiours of 
Chrift from their neceſſary proviſion and weapons, and 


yet in pretia trudere inermes, to — them into warfare, 


and thruſt them upon the front of the battell. 

To deny fit tooles and meet materials, and yet to eon- 
ſtraine theſe myſticall Architects for to toyle and build, 
as if they had abundance to ſuppreſſe the meanes of all 
decent performance, — 1 to preſſe the practice of all 
manner of duties; whith holdes no good quarter with 
the rule of my texts hes ſpalt not muzzle &. 

Vpon a ſtrange ſur ſit whieh-ſome tl rempered Clergy 
men, ones tooke by a ſodaine overflow of outward pro- 
ſperity, after a long time ol perſecution, aroſe the pro- 
verb of the. Churches daughter riches which undid her 
Mother! 

Here was need to reforme the diſorderly and peccant 
members, but not to remove the divinely appropriate 
meanes, to apply a remedy, not to oppoſe a ruine, 

What anunconſcionable and cruelt inequality is then 
diſeernable in the Impropriatours courſe, which by one 
ravenous mouth of ſacriledge, do devour both mother & 
daughter; ſpoyling Chrift and ſwallowing up his

Some ſetpentine Patrons of theſe uſurpers upon the 
Clergies patrimonie are content to permit ( where they 
cannot ptohibite ) a continuation! of tithes ſtill to the 
Minn iſtery, ꝓer vim exemplarem, by imitation of the le- 
wiſh ſtate ordered by the Almighty z but not per vim 
#bligativamyby any binding force under the Goſpel. 

ur divine right to the tithes is already ( in aſtipulati- 
on 
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on to our-propounded docttine) manifoldly made good, 
But admit we had (as they ſaine and ſuggeſt) no obli- 
gatory warrant, but onely an exemplary vertue to plead 
for our intereſts, yet this leemes enough to ſhoote ſuch 
Iulianizers through with their owne ſhaftes. 

For where can the Impropriatours ſhew ſo much co- 
lour to countenance their ſecrilegious incroachments ? 

Did ever the Iudiciall Lawes ot the 7ewes afford chem 
any ſuch exemplary matter,to maintaine their caſe with? 
No ſurely, for Nature, Law, Goſpell, /ew and Gentile, 
Grecian and Barbarian have often given the voyces of 
their practiſes and proteſtations, ageinſt all ſuch invaders 
of the Prieſts inheritance. | 

And yet, (tell it not in Gath, neither publiſh it with- 
in the wals of A/te/on, let not the uncircumciſed know 
ef it ) there are many perſons named Chriſtians, who to 
mount up themſelves into the bigheſt roomes of world- 
ly Magnificoes, make no conſcience todiminiſh and caft 

wne the Miniſters of the word, into the loweſt cen- 
ter of miſerable mendicants. 

No ſmall ſcandall to our Religion is this contumacy a- 
gainſt the divine In junction, T how ſhalt not muzzle the 
month &c. 

The Apoſtle Paul affirmeth Rem. 15. that the ſtrong 
onght to beare the infirmities of the weake, this is a gene- 
rall rule concerning all forts, 

But the Impropriatour (whole brow is braſſe, whole 
necke is an iron linew , and whoſe heart is as hard as 
flint) he regardeth it with the leaſt, although ir bindeth 

bim with the moſt, He rampeth like a ſtrong Lion upon 
the prey of the bene fit, but he leaveth the whole burden 
to oppreſſe the weake Incumbent. |

Nevertbelc ſſe, whiles theſe ĩmpious Bey/bazwars may 
drink and quaffe vrch their companions in the golden & 
ſilver veſſels taken out ot the houſe of God Daniel. 5. 
whiles this mercilefſe brood, may with the rich glut- 
ron, be cloathed im purple and fine linen, and fare ſun p- 
tuouſly every day. Luke, 16. 

They have ſmall compaſſion at the Lazarns of the 
ſpoyled Miniſtery, which want not ſeldome, the refuſe, 
that fall from their rich Tables : yea they have [mallre- 
morſe at the Zazars:s of many famiſhing foules; ſterved 
8 the accurſed meanes of their execrable facri- 
ledge. | | 

They have ſmall reſpect at the grievous conſequences 
of their corrupt example, becauſe upon the opening of 
this bottomeleſſe pit, a groſte and diſmal] ſmoke ariſeth, 
by reaſon of which the Sunne and the aire are darkened. 
eFpocalypſe. g. fugłre puder,vernmque,fideſque ; in quo- 
ram ſublere locum fraudeſque dolique, inſidiæque, et vis, et 
amor ſceleratus habendi: All true devotion and pious af 
fection to the Church conſumed away; and there preſ- 
fed imto theit place all manner of covetous ci-cumventi- 
on and ſactilegious rapine.

Behold from hence allo a ſwerving world of leſſer 
Church thee ves rooke heart afreſh to commit manifold 
{poyle upon the Clergy. They excuſe themlelves * 
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Impropriatorsravening up totall Benefices, to purloine & 
invade ſmaller parcels of tithes and glebes. 

Like the Pirate, who juſtified his robbing of the mea- 
ner Sea · faring paſſengers, with a few Gailies ; bccauſe 
Alexander the Great, with huge Armics and Navies pil- 
laged & preycd upon whole Kingdomes and Provinces, 

No mervaile then that this Impropriation Monſter, 
meeteth with ſo bad mention not oncely among grave 
Divines, bur alſo great Lawyers. 

The Lord chicte luſtice Cooke, that late was, obſerved 
out of Ecclefiaſticall Hiſtory, how Julian the Apoſtata 
having a purpoſe wholly to ruine the profeſſion of Chri- 
ſtianity, from which himſelfe had fouly revolted; uſed 
not the {word (as other perſecutors did) but tooke a- 
way the meanes of the Miniſtery, &c. 

This crafty Fox well knew that the depriving them 
of theſe, would nect ſlarily draw on the deſtruction of the 
other. And thus diveliſh is the prophane Impropriatours 
dealing. 

He uttereth at laſt this prophericall ſentence, the de- 
cay of the revenues ot the holy Church, will one day bee 
the ſubverſion of the Setvice of God, and ot his Religion. 

Learned Plowden in bis Commentaries writeth of 
this obſervation long ſince by our reverend Iudges, how 
the Monkes perfidious purloining all the chicte profits 
to themſelves, from the poore Vicars, uſhered in a 
world of wicked abuſes, And this is the prophane Im- 
propriatours impious caſe. 

He addeth, as the revenue of 2 — de- 
cayed, ſo likewiſe did preaching, The Emperour fi- 
= was wont to 2 that from the beggery of the 
Miniſtery, followes the ſubverſion of that holy order, and 
conſequently of true Religion. But herein the notori- 
ous Impropriators muſt be appealed as grievoyſly guilcy,

Monftrous then is the miſchiefe and miſery of this in- 
ſatiable and diretull voracitie of ſacred revenues, ſo con- 
ſequently of ſacred per ſons, of ſacred manners, of ſacred 
means: And in the execrable ravine of them, loe, theſe 
myſticall Canibals ſwallow up alſo humane creatures 
fouls, .

Have 
all the workers of iniquity no knowledge, who eat npm 
people a4 they eat bread,and call not upon the Lord?P[.14, 
Honour is the nurſe of good Arts; Preferment is the 
promoter of Vertues : a liberall ſtipend allureth the va- 
liant Souldiers unto ſervice : good wages attract the 
greateſt labourers beſt diligence : the richneſſe of the 
prize addeth winged ſpeed unto the runners of arace ; 
the ſufficient furniture of the rack & n12nger doth ſtreng- 
then the work of the toylſome oxen : the plants of the 
Sanctuary will not well proſper, without the Waters of 
the Sanctuary ſupple and refreſh them: Fzech 47, 
Hezekiah commanded the people that dwelt in eru- 
ſalem to give the portion of the Prieſts and the Levite:, 
that they might be incouraged in the Law of the Lord. 
Demoſt benes told the Atheniani how they muſt not

Neither is it to be thought, that men ot excellent parts 
and eminent hopes can be readily wonne unco this di- 
vine profeſſion ( Maſter Perkins complayneth) whiles 
the ſacred Miniſtery is ſo frequently compelled to per- 
formea laborious travaile in the ſhameſull and redious 
pathway of beggery , and much contempt over - clow - 
deth the Clergie. |

of men might have driven them to no leſſe extremities,

He commendeth the children of this world( meaning 
the Papiſts)as much wiſer in their kinde concerning this 
point, then the Chitreh of God, which he affirmeth to 
be a notorious blemifh unto the reformed profeſſion, 
likewife a lamentable eclypſe unto the beauty & bright- 
nefle of Religion, | 

Leſt therfore the number of able Paſtors ſhould de-

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Parochiall Prieſt, who had even ſo much as a (mall porti- 
on of skill in the liberall Arts. From whence (Pope ( Le- 
ment the Third truly declared ) pericula imminent ani- 
marum, the grievous dangers of humane creatures ſouls 
do grow on space. 

t men beld in as deer a rcgard their immortal ſouls, 
as they generally do their corruptible bodies, then would 
they never thus baſely grudge unto the Paſtors of them 
a liberall affluence of all ncceſlarics : ſo that no want of 
worthy reſpect, nor of time, not of means, might diſ- 
courage them from maꝭ ing meet and manifold proyiſion 
to lead, to ſged, to fold, to defend their flocks.

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Finally,fince tithes were given in conſideration of 
preaching the word, and miniltring the Sacraments, un- 
to the payers of them: Beneficium non debetur niſi prop- 
ter officinums, ſpirituall benefices & ſpitituall offices ſhould 
be relatives.

thier people, who are able to ſuccour and ſupport them, 

They are bound to the baſe peace of oblequious flatte- 
ry by the cruell chaine of intolerable neceſſitie i ſo they 
— not but quietly digeſt, whatſoever theſe inot dinate- 
ly do, either in converſation ot lite, or by contuſion at 
Church, either in the rudeneſſe of their works, or by the 
irregularity of their worſhip. 

Neither durſt they refuſe to ſtand as they ſet them, for 
ſingle Cyphers , and ſuffer them patiently to number 
their ſummes (at their own pleaſures) with the figures

Moreover, whiles the Clergy remayneth miſcrably 
oppreſſed with poverty (which contempt of their per- 
ſons, and negleR of their Miniſtery uſually accompany) 
ſo long doth that neceſſity of their, being of an active 
nature, ſeeme to call in many of them a continuall ſcruti- 
__ deviſes and ſhifts for the ſuccour and reliefe of ic 
lelte. 

And becanſe thole courſes which ſwimme againſt the 
common ſtream of goverment, and nevertheleſſe carry 
an externall countenance of * fincerity, have e- 
ver appeared moſt prevalent for the promotion of ſiniſter 
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deſignes ; they palliare their fabtile practice under this 
ſpecious habit. 

Thus they declaim againſt the corruption of the times, 
and bitterly inveigh againſt the Ceremonies and Polity 
of the Church, 

It is their nfuall property to ſpeak evill of thoſe which 
are in Authority: chiefly they draw out the ſharp tword
